The coming of children, ac-

' couples. The big problem was 
in finding baby-sitters. Hus- 
| bands and wives both report 
ed that taking care of the 
needs o f children lessened 
study time All round added 
expenses were reported as a 
result of children. 

In answer to the question 
as to how well the roles of 
parent and student combine 
several students said that one 
supplemented the other As 
one parent put it. “’parent¬ 
hood develops more responsi¬ 
bility. which in turn tends to 
develop more maturity, and. 
therefore, better self-discip¬ 
line. with better grades the 
final result." 

Budgeting time presented a 
problem for both husbands 
and wives. Fourteen husbands 
out of 28 reported they had 
difficulty in arranging tune 
schedules. Seven wives out of 
13 reported they too had iron 
hie budgeting time 

In the matter of doing 
household chores. 18 hus¬ 
bands and 9 wives answered 
that they shared them Of 
five couples with both mem¬ 
ber' of each attending school. 
3 reported they shared chores. 
Included in the household 
chores shared by a fairly high 
percentage of married college 
couples were: helping with 
the children, cooking, laund¬ 
ering. dishwashing and gencr 
al (leaning 

Would it he easier if both 
husband and wife were in 
school” Of the 45 students 
interviewed. 47 percent said 
no. 33 percent answered in 
the affirmative, while 9 per¬ 
cent thought it would make 
no difference 

On the question of whether 
there were sufficient time to 
pursue individual hobbies, 47 
percent answered yes. 40 per¬ 
cent said no and 13 percent 
did not answer

side classes may be done 
largely when the student de¬ 
sires. Adjusting to this new 
situation offers a challenge, 
but far too many freshmen 
fail to devote enough time tt) 
their studies outside the class¬ 
room. 

In an interview with Prof. 
Henry C. Allison, freshman 
counselor at U-T Martin, it 
was found that most begin¬ 
ning students require some 
period of time to adjust com¬ 
pletely to this new system. 

“It is a wise freshman stu¬ 
dent that will, first of all bud¬ 
get his time,” Prof. Allison 
said. “This does not necessar¬ 
ily require a rigid schedule, 
but two kinds of activities 
need to be included in the 
schedule — fixed activities 
(classes, meetings, etc.) sad 
variable activities (recreation 
and social activities). At least 
two hours of study should be 
planned for each credit hour 
spent in lecture-type classes.” 

Prof. Allison stated that the 
lack of a systematic approach 
to note-taking and note-keep¬ 
ing is characteristic of most 
beginning freshmen. It has 
also been found, he stated, 
that inadequate use of the lib¬ 
rary, both as a source of in¬ 
formation and as suitable en¬ 
vironment for study, improp¬ 
er choice of a field of study, 
and maintaining an imbalance 
between social activities on 
the campus and the academic 
phase of college life all con¬ 
tribute to the problems con¬ 
fronting the beginning fresh¬ 
man student. 

When asked for specific 
tips or pointers which fresh¬ 
men students might use to¬ 
ward solving their academic 
problems, Prof. Allison pro* 
vided several: study periods 
should be scheduled as soon 
as possible after the lecture 
and before the next one; odd 
hours during the day should 
he utilized, and recreation 
time should be scheduled; the 
student may trade time be¬ 
tween study and recreational 
periods, but he needs to make 
sure he trades rather than 
steals. 

As a final pointer, Prof. Al¬ 
lison said that while it should 
be a part of each student’s 
program in college to engage 
in extracurricular activities, 
he must learn to place em¬ 
phasis where emphasis should 
be.
